a sturdy, high bow ship, flying the 
fisheries flag. 
Her sides looked of 
enormous 
strength, 
being 
rounded 
away from a sharp bow in an unusual 
Jray. This was the famous Roosevelt, 
Peary's arctic ship, now in govern­ 
ment employment to protect the seal 
fisheries. 
-One of the most interesting sights 
at Norfolk is the model village built 
by the German sailors. 
At first sight the village resembled 
an arid waste of slag heaps, with piles 
of condemned material scattered all 
over, cinders, beaten earth and rub­ 
bish everywhere—not a tree, not a 
spear of grass, the acme of desolation. 
As they advanced they saw a pygmy 
village built in close formation—curi­ 
ous little houses in miniature yards, 
carved and painted in fantastic ways. 
This is the village the interned sailors 
are building out of.waste material. 
Before visiting it they went aboard 
the Eitel Friedrich, whl-h is tied up 
at the dock and on which the sailors 
of both cruisers are now living. 
As they were leaving the boat Cap­ 
tain Thierfelder of the Kronprinz WJ1- 
helm joined them and escorted them 
to the village.

said that a lormer Villa colonel, cup 
tured by General Cavzos, a Carrauza 
commander, offered, it his lile WUE 
spared, to show where Viila was buri- 
ed. 
The offer was accepted and he 


led a commander under Colonel Carlos 
Carranza, nephew of the first cliiei oi 
the constitutionalists, 
to the lonely 


grave o£ the former Mexican czar. 


The message said the body was posi- 


tively identified on being taken up 
and that an examination showed that 
death had resulted from gangrene, as 
a result of a gunshot wound in the 
left knee. The body was being broug.it 
to-San Antonio to be taken to Chiliua 
hua City and then to Juarez, the mes- 
sage said. 


Andre Garcia, Carranza consul in El 


Paso, as soon as he receive,] the first 
report oi' the capture of Villa sent a 
telegram to Governor Gutierrez, ask- 
ing him to have the body of Villa seni 
to Juarez that Americans might view 
it and satisly themselves o' the death 
of the bandit. 


The story of the location of the bo.ly 


tallies with that of a week ago rega d- 
ing the death of Villa. It was stated 
at that time that he died somewhere 
in the vicinity of San Antonio or Sate- 
vo and had been buried on a ranch. 
One of the Mexican informants of Gen- 
eral Pershing's men at the time said 
he could point out the grave, but it L- 
not known it' he was given a chance 
to do so or not. 


The Americans did not credit the 


report of the death and continued their 
chase after the men who had been 
known to be with Villa, in the hope 
that Villa was with them, or at least 
If he was lie would be captured. 


The Carranzistas placed more credit 


in the report and immediately took 
steps to locate the body if possible 
By accident General Cavazos made a 
prisoner of a former colonel on the 
staff of Villa. The prisoner adinitteJ 
that he had been with his chief in 
his last days, and said he was present 
at the burial. For the price of his 
life he offered to convey the Carran 
zistas to the grave where they could 
exhume the body and satisfy them- 
selves. General Gavzos detailed Colo- 
nel Carranza for the command and 
ordered him to shoot the former Vil 
lista If he attempted to get away or 
his story proved false. 
They were 


sent out from Cusi, the former assert- 
ing that Villa's body could be found on 
the Francisco Borja's ranch, thirty 
miles south. 


Later messengers brought in the 


news, according to the despatches from 
San Antonio and Madera, that the 
body had been taken out of its gravt 
and had been positively indentlfled 
Villa had been buried, it was stated, 
as he had caused so many others tc 
be interred, with his fighting clothes 
on and without any sort of a covering 
except his everyday apparel. The mes 
aage from Sau Antonio said Villa's 
trousers on his right leg had been 
split because of the terrible swelling 
resulting from the gangrene in the 
gunshot wound received at Guerrero.

HERE was a famine of finery in

They were des- 
tined thereafter, through a long and 
very dark period, to undergo many se- 
vere deprivations in this respect—not 
the least of them being lack of pins. 
Think, O ye fair ones, of trying td get 
along without pins! But it had to be 
done, for the colonies were dependent 
upon Europe for their supply of pins, 
as well as for many other things, and 
this was cut off by the war. Even the 
aiost fashionable ladies of Boston and 
other centers of population were com- 
pelled to have resort to thorns for the 
fastening ot" their garments, and his- 
tory tells us that the spines of certain 
cacti actually were utilized to a consid- 
erable extent. 


Ours is supposed to be the age of 


luxury par excellence, in dress as in 
other matters, and yet the women of 
today are not more beautifully attired 
than were those of the well-to-do class 
in the colonies during the period just 
before the Revolution. 
They wore 


silks, satins and laces as exquisite as 
any that can be found in our modern 
shops—fetched, of course, by trading 
vessels from France—together with all 
sorts of other cosily feminine gear, in- 
cluding ribbons, trimir.ings, stockings, 
gloves, shoes and dainty materials for 
the making of undergarments. 


There were, however, a great many 


women in the various colonies who, 
lon.c; before the coming of the war, had 
made up their minds to do without 
pretty things, so far as was prac- 
ticable. We read of pretty Patty Par- 
sons, during the British occupancy of 
Philadelphia, who cut up the em- 
broidered 
sky-bine satin 
waistcoat 


which her grandfather had worn at the 
English court, anil made'out of it a 
"jockey"—deemed by admirers most 
becoming. And of another girl, 
friend ot Patty's, who converted a 
trooper's scarlet co;;t into a jacket, 
using the leftover pieces to make a 
pair oi' warm gloves, which she bound 
with gray squirrel fur. The collar and 
cult's of the jacket were likewise of 
squirrel fur, which excellently matched 
a gray homespun skirt. 


In those times it was no very seri- 


out undertaking for a young woman 
to make a pair of gloves for herself. 
Indeed, though fiite and expensive 
glcves were imported from Prance, or- 
dinary ones for every-day wear were 
commonly manufactured at home.

Alice M. Earle (to whose books 


of high historic value the writer ac- 
knowledges indebtedness) says that of 
all deprivations -suffered by women 
during the Revolution none was so se- 
vere as that of gauze. At that period 
the fashions demanded this material 
for an astonishing variety of purposes. 
There were gauze caps, gauae bonnets, 
gauze aprons, gauze ribbons, gauze 
kerchiefs, flounced gauze petticoats, 
and even gowns of gauzes. But most 
of all was gauze needed for the high 
head-dresses of that epoch, which 
could hardly be put together and held 
in place without it.

May 25th Good Road* Day. 
Harrisburg.—In the week that has 


elapsed since Governor Brumbaugh iseuec 
his proclamation fixing Thursday. May 
25 as "State wide pood Roads Day;' 
plans have developed rapidly for making 
this day a succeed. The Governor has 
placed himself at the disposal of the State 
Highway Department and will spend 
"State-wide Good Roads Day" at work 
on the roads, as be did last year. Organ 
izatione, formed in many counties last 
year to further the objact, have taken up 
their work anew and are maaing arrange 
ments for a large turn out on the high- 
ways this year. In a number of counties 
where there were no organizations last 
yaar, steps have been taken to secure 
united action. In Venango County last 
year wcrk to the estimate of $10,023.00 
was done on the highways on "State wide 
Good Roads Days." The number of men 
who worked in that county last year was 
2 092 and 426 teams were emplyed on 184 
miles of roads; 83 carloads of slag being 
used to repair the condition of the high- 
ways. Venango County's example is typ- 
ical of the counties which had live organ 
izations working to make the day success- 
ful. Arrangements are being made in 
many other counties to surpass the work 
of last year and reports received at the 
State Highway Department indicate that 
"State wide Good Roads Day" of 1916 
will set a high record of achievement for 
future years to meet.

Utica, N. Y.—Utica is to have an- 


other holiday, one entirely and exclu- 
sively its own, to be observed this year 
and henceforth annually as long us the 
city stands. It is to be known as Proc- 
tor day, In honor of a citizen, philan- 
thropist and benef actor who has done so 
much for the city—who has surrounded 
it with parks and established many of 
its charitable and public enterprises. 
Added, then, to the usual holidays of 
the year, so far as Utica is concerned, 
will be Proctor day, when the people 
will cease from their labors and cele- 
brate the day lii a fitting manner, look- 
Ing forward to it from year to year as 
an established occasion in the life of 
the city. 


All this was determined and settled 


upon at a meeting of citizens held ii\ 
the common council chambers, the 
mayor of the city, Hon. James D 
Smith, presiding. 


Mayor Smith gave his Indorsement o 


the project, declaring that he was will 
lug to serve in any capacity that would 
be useful to the project. D. F. Howe 
secretary of the chamber of commerce 
.was chosen secretary, and he also ex 
pressed his gratification over the fact 
that a Proctor day had been luangu 
rated. 


A general discussion followed, and 


ways and means of organizing Proctor 
day upon a permanent basis were con- 
sidered. The opinion prevailed that a 
permanent and self perpetuating body 
should be formed for conducting the 
celebration from year to year, with au- 
thority to appoint committees to assist 
as occasion might require. 


It is understood, although It was not 


finally settled, that the celebration this 
year should be held Saturday, July 8. 
There was some discussion as to the 
practicability of having the celebration 
so near to the Fourth of July, but this 
was regarded as a matter which could 
be determined after more considera- 
tion. 


The question of financing the holiday 


also came up for discussion, and the 
opinion prevailed that the celebration 
should not be of a character requiring 
a heavy expense. It was agreed that 
there should be bands, speaking and a 
few attractions in the parks, but that 
the aim should be to make the occasion 
as much of a home affair as possible, 
•where the people of the city could 
come together in pleasant recreation 
and amusement. As a mode of raising 
the little money required it was sug- 
gested by Mr. Maher, and the sugges- 
tion was generally approved, that 
small receptacles should be placed In 
the stores and factories of the city, 
into which the people might deposit 
whatever amounts they choose to de- 
fray the expenses. It was suggested 
that the receptacles should bear the 
following inscription:
